6. (original) A method according to claim 3, wherein the condition is an 
inflammatory disease selected from Rheumatoid arthritis. Juvenile chronic (rheinnatoid) 
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arthritis. Ankylosing spondylitis. Psoriatic arthritis, Systemic vasculitis. Polymyalgia 
rheumatica. Re iter's disease, Crohn's disease and Familial Mediterranean fever.
